Apple -Tree -Te ut -Caterpillar 
and 
motorists have noticed these pests 
along tile several highways leading 
into town as well as in nearby or­ 
chards and on the battlefield. 
The Tent-Caterpillar should be 
eliminated at one**, according to 
Superintendent James R. McCon- 
atrhie. of the national park., who 
has prepared the following sugges­ 
tions for their elimination: 
"One of the most conspicuous 
clements of the spring landscape 
about Gettysburg is being famished 
by the unsightly white nests of the 
Apple-Tree-Tent-CaterpUlar in neg­ 
lected apple trees or in wild cho * 
ries, Tile favorite food tree is the 
wild cherry but other members of 
the sam*’ natural family,a . the ap­ 
ple, jieach, plum, pear and haw­ 
thorn are 
a tta c k e d 
with neatly 
equal readiness. Occasionally oth­ 
er trees such as beech, birch, wal­ 
low, elm, maple, poplar, oak and 
witch hazel are attacked but less 
rarely than ar*' members of the 
family Rosa cene. 
“Tltere is a dangerous apathy on 
the part of property owners to this 
serious infestation. Bom*' of the 
whit*' oaks are being denuded of 
leaves by this pest as well as have 
poetically all wild cherries. It is 
time that real thought be given this 
IM'st and steps taken to control it. 
It is entirely feasible to say that if 
steps are not taken soon that it will 
be only a few years until a very

ing over details of the camp.

Demaray 
and 
Mr. 
Chatelain said the war depart­ 
ment has authorized establishment 
of a camp for unemployed men 
between the ages of 18 and 25 years, 
here. 
Mr. McConaghie said he plans to 
go to Baltimore on Monday to dis­ 
cuss plans for the camp with the 
army officer in charge of tne third 
corps area, which includes the Get­ 
tysburg battlefield. 
Location Undecided 
Although Mr. McConaghie said he 
had not rereived word from his su­ 
perior about the establishment of 
the camp, Mr. Demaray said the 
war 
department had authorized 
one of the camps to be set up in 
Gettysburg. 
The location for the camp on the 
battlefield has not yet been deter­ 
mined. This will be decided by Mr. 
McConaghie after his conference 
with army officers in Baltimore cm 
Monday. 
Where the Jobless men will be sent 
from for the local camp has not 
been decided, but Mr. Demaray said 
it is customary for each dlate to 
furnish Its own men for such camps. 
There is a possibility that a few lo­ 
cal men may be chosen for service 
here, Mr. Demaray said, although 
there is no certainty that such will 
be the case. 
Army Officer In Charge 
Each camp is in charge of a regu­ 
lar army captain, assisted by several 
lieutenants and sergeants, who will 
be in charge of the men when they 
are not at work. While the men 
are working, they will be directed by 
representatives of the national park 
service. Projects on which the job­ 
less will work will be formulated by 
Mr McConaghie. 
Work on the battlefield will in­ 
clude trimming and planting of 
trees, avenue improvement, cutting 
of grass and general policing of the 
military park. 
Each camp will be established for 
six months, with a possibility that 
they may be continued, Mr. Demaray 
said. 
In the beginning, the jobless will 
probably be housed in tents, but 
later permanent buildings will be 
constructed for cold weather. 
Buy Provision* Locally 
Mr. Deniaray said ail provisions 
for the camp are purchased locally, 
which should prove a boon for local 
businessmen.

reached until after heated debate on 
the floor. 
Merger Plan Deferred 
Also on recommendation of com­ 
mittee, the assembly approved a pro­ 
posal to defer consideration of the 
plan of union with the United Pres­ 
byterian Church of North America. 
A joint committee of the two groups 
will continue its work on the plan. 
The recommendation to discon­ 
tinue the Presbyterian was halted by 
its proponents as a necessary step to 
save $12,000, but branded by others 
as a move which would "muzzle the 
mouthpiece" of the church boards, 
^nd brought the stormiest scene of 
this assembly. 
Makes Plea for Magazine 
Leading the attack on the pro­ 
posal, the Rev. Alvin B. Gurley, of 
Philadelphia, declared 
the publi­ 
cation was needed to present the 
"true picture” of "what the boards 
and men we support are doing.” 
The magazine was needed especial­ 
ly, he asserted, because of the re­ 
peated attacks of such church m aga­ 
zines as Christianity Today, organ of 
the extreme fundamentalist group 
edited by the Rev. H. McAlester 
Griffiths, also of Philadelphia.

Nlneteen-year-old John Sokolovske 
and Lawrence Krause, 29 pleaded 
guilty to charges of assault with in­ 
tent to do great bodily harm and 
unlawful assembly. 
First To Touch Jurist 
M artin Roseburg, 45, who military 
officials said was the first of the 
mob of 25 to grapple with Judge 
Bradley, will be sentenced for in­ 
terfering with the administration of 
justice and for assault. 
To be sentenced on the assault 
charge alone were Theodore H ard­ 
man, 35; Walter Ideker. 33, and Al­ 
bert Kaiser, 45. All are farmers liv­ 
ing near Le Mars. 
The attack on Judge Bradley on 
April 27 was the second of three 
outbreaks th at brought Iowa n a­ 
tional guardsmen to enforce martial 
law in northwest Iowa. 
Earlier in the day farmers had 
battled with sheriff’s deputies at a 
mortgage foreclosure sale in Prim ­ 
ghar, county seat of O’Brien county. 
Some Wore Masks 
The crowd entered Judge Bradley’s 
court room later in the day. Some 
of

handkerchief 
masks. 
Irate because the judge refused 
their demands, farmers dragged him 
from his bench. 
He was carried 
from the court house and loaded 
onto a truck, while spectators Jeered 
and laughed. 
A mile in the country the truck 
stopped. A rope was swung over a 
telephone pole crossarm and a tether 
slipped over Judge Bradley's head. 
CYowned With Hub Cap 
He was crowned with an automo­ 
bile hub cap. Oil trickled down into 
his eyes and over his face.

shoved him to his knees and com­ 
manded that he pray, This he did, 
asking divine guidance in adminis­ 
tering Justice to all.

Washington, May 27~The admin­ 
istration moved Friday to elevate 
silver and paper money to the same 
level standing as gold. 
A bill sent to congress by the 
treasury was started on its way to­ 
ward passage in both house and 
senate. It is designed to authorize 
the use of lege! tender money in 
the fulfillment of all existing and 
future contracts, private and inter­ 
national. 
The measure brought an imme­ 
diate assertion from Senator Glass, 
democrat, Virginia, that the measure 
would be held unconstitutional "if 
there is any Integrity left in the 
courts with regard to the sanctity of 
contracts.” 
It was described by 
President 
Roosevelt as simply designed to 
legalize an already existing fact 
since the United States went off 
the Rold standard in effect by the 
Imposition of the recent gold em­ 
bargo and the issuance of the presi­ 
dential order calling in gold held by 
private citizens. 
The proposal would permit the 
government as well as private debt­ 
ors to meet their obligations with 
legal tender money instead of gold. 
Despite outspoken opposition from 
some members on both sides plans 
were made for its speedy consider­ 
ation.

Geneva, May 27 (AP*—Japan can­ 
not sign the projected general dis­ 
armament treaty if it relers to the 
Washington and London naval con­ 
ventions which bind her to the short 
end of a 5-5-3 ratio, Tokyo’s spokes­ 
man, Ambassador Naotake Sato, in­ 
formed the disarmament conference 
Friday. 
Reference to these former agree­ 
ments. Mr, Sate said, would amount 
to perpetuating the present propor­ 
tion in the new' treaty, which is con­ 
trary to Japan's desires. 
The Japanese delegates made it 
clear that this country proposes at 
the expiration of the London treaty 
in 1936 to seek a revision which will 
give the Japanese navy greater rela­ 
tive strength in the face of Ameri­ 
can British sea flower. 
The frank exposition of this atti­ 
tude, winch had been suggested by 
Japanese spokesmen of former occa­ 
sions in earlier phases of the confer­ 
ence, was particularly disturbing on 
Friday in view of recent revival of 
hopes for agreement among the 
great powers. 
The Japanese declaration evoked a 
comment from Dr. Wellington Roo, 
delegate of China, who told the con­ 
ference that China is the “victim of 
aggressions,” obviously referring to 
Japan. 
China, which has practically no 
navy, Dr 
Koo said, reserves the 
right to create onp because she is the 
object of continued armed invasion 
in volation of international agree­ 
ments. 
Japan’s views were presented to

but since my 
discharge (evidently 
from the army) the seventh of De­ 
cember, 1918, I have been more or 
less a beggar of both work and Jus­ 
tice, 
and received 
very little of 
both. 
“I have lived like a dog part of 
the time, for lack of work to do at 
living wages. Before ever seeing a 
government camp they used to pay 
me anywhere from 25 cents to $1.50 


above the average wage scale in the 
middle west and coast cities. 
“But, as I was discharged without 
the proper care of a doctor and re­ 
ceived no medical aid, I was at a 
handicap to regain my health." 
He gave the number of his dis­ 
charge and the date, and described 
himself as having brown eyes, black 
hair and “a lover of most all clean 
sports.”

T11REAT TO HALT WEDDING 
IN BOSTON PROVES HOAX 


Washington, May 27 (API—The 
Board of 
Indian 
Commissioners, 
created more than fifty years ago, 
was ordered abolisher Thursday by 
President Roosevelt as part of his 
governmental 
reorganization 
pro­ 
gram. 
An executive order, ending the 
board’s life, was sent to congress. It 
becomes effective in sixty days un­ 
less congress by a two-thirds vote 
of each house ..disapproves, or acts to 
make it effective earlier. Other or­ 
ders 
affecting 
widely 
scattered 
branches of the government are to 
go forward soon. 
The board was created to act in an 
advisory capacity to the Indian bu­ 


reau. 
Its members have received 
only expenses and travel allowances 
in visiting the various Indian reser­ 
vations. Samuel A. Eliot, of Cam­ 
bridge, Massachusetts, is chairman 
of the present board of ten. 
To Wind Up Affairs 
The president directed Secretary 
Ickes of the interior department, in 
which the Indian bureau and board 
is located, to wind up the board's 
affairs immediately and take over 
its functions. 
The purpose in creating the board 
was to promote “the general welfare 
of the Indian.’’ The commissioners 
were given an opportunity to make 
investigations, visit and inspect In­ 
dian 
reservations, 
and 
cooperate 
with the commissioner of Indian af­ 
fairs in the purchase of Indian sup­ 
plies. 
An office has been maintained in 


the interior department with a paid 
secretary.

L. P. Jacks' book does not. 
"My 
American Friends” is a book to 
rank with Andre Siegfried’s. 
Jacks 
would have foreigners judge America 
not by its present position, but by Its 
direction. 
He finds us prone to self-analysis, 
and far from a young people. 
He 
thinks we live Indoors, venturing 
abroad even in closed cars. He u n ­ 
derstands our “standardization," u n ­ 
derstands the m igration to C alifor­ 
nia, and the apparent independence 
of our children. 
FTobably this is the crux of a 
book th a t could be read profitably 
by our B ritish brethren as well as 
ourselves: 
” 
. . . the Am erican's 
m entality . . . is one of there as dis­ 
tinct from here . . 
(his) interests 
lie some distance ahead of where 
he actually is at the moment. This, 
it may be said, is a common hum an 
characteristic. I agree: but . . . ac­ 
cording to (the American) philoso­ 
phy the reason we are always ch as­ 
ing our blessings and failing to 
capture them is th at we don’t chase 
them fast enough.”
